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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


i  have  brought  to  your  attention  several  times  the  urgent 
need  for  improving  the  facilities  on  the  school  building. 
Two  years  ago  plans  and  estimates  were  made  to  provide 
water,  install  a  central  heating,  toilets,  etc.  These  were 
submitted  to  the  Maine  School  Building  Authority  with  an 
application  for  a  loan,  which  was  rejected  for  several 
reasons. 

Since  then  nothing  has  been  done  and  the  number  of 
c  hildren  have  increased  so  that  another  room  is  needed  at 
once.  The  suspension  of  the  sub-primary  grade  last  Septem- 
ber gave  only  a  little  and  temporary  relief.  Some  other 
arrangement  must  be  made  before  another  year.  With  the 
Town  valuation  approximately  $128,000  it  is  impossible  to 
borrow  sufficient  money  to  build  a  new  three  or  four  room, 
building.  The  minimum  cost  of  schoolhouse  construction 
is  $10,000  to  $12,000  per  room.  The  cost  of  building  on  to 
the  present  building,  with  the  necessary  improvements  to 
meet  the  approval  of  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
Health  and  Welfare  and  Insurance  Companies,  would 
exceed  vour  borrowing  capacity. 

The  only  alternative  would  be  to  arrange  for  some  of  the 
upper  grades  to  attend  school  in  Bucksport.  This  would 
have  to  be  temporary  until  some  solution  could  be  worked 
out.  The  situation  is  critical  and  needs  the  utmost  con- 
sideration by  all  citizens  so  that  the  children  may  be  pro- 
vided with  an  adequate  educational  opportunity.

REPORT  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING  SERVICE 
(January  1  through  December  31,  1954) 

The  primary  objective  of  all  public  health  nursing  work 
is  to  prevent  illness  and  help  each  individual  enjoy  the  best 
possible  health.  This  service  is  available  to  each  and  every 
individual  of  the  community. 

Following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  public  health  nurs- 
ing service  rendered  in  Verona  this  past  year. 

MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH  SERVICE:  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  home  visits  were  made  to  expectant 
mothers,  infants,  and  preschool  children.  When  recom- 
mended by  the  family  doctor  children  were  referred  to  the 
Pediatric  and  Crippled  Children's  Clinics  which  are  held 
monthly  in  Bangor.  Several  infants  and  preschool  children 
attended  the  Well  Child  Conferences,  which  were  held 
monthly  in  Bucksport. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE:  Several  visits  were 
made  to  the  school  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with 
teachers  regarding  the  health  of  children.  Those  referred 
by  the  teacher  as  showing  a  loss  of  sight  were  rechecked 
by  the  nurse.  An  immunization  program  in  the  school  last 
year  resulted  in  28  children  receiving  their  immunizations 
against  whooping  cough,  diptheria  and  tetanus;  15  were 
vaccinated  against  smallpox.  Plans  are  underway  to  hold 
another  immunization  clinic  in  the  near  future.  Physical 
examinations  were  given  to  the  4th  and  8th  grade  students 
in  November.  This  is  a  very  important  advance  in  our 
school  health  program.  It  was  most  gratifying  to  have  so 
many  parents  present  at  the  examinations.  Several  home 
visits  were  made  to  families  of  school  children. 

The  health  program  in  Verona  is  one  in  which  we  can 
all  feel  proud.  Its  success  is  due  to  the  active  participation 
of  the  people  of  Verona,  and  their  realization  of  the  import- 
ance of  the  health  program. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health  Council, 
the  school  personnel  and  all  others  who  have  helped  to 
make  the  program  a  success.

Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such 
tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  pro- 
cedures as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

We  herewith  submit  our  report,  based  upon  our  examina- 
tion, together  with  accompanying  schedules  and  exhibits 
with  comments  whenever  considered  of  interest  to  the 
town.

Based  upon  our  examination,  and  subject  to  the  fore- 
going, we  herebv  certify  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  ac- 
companying  comparative  balance  sheet,  statement  of  trans- 
actions in  departmental  accounts,  and  analysis  of  change 
in  unappropriated  surplus  of  resourced  properly  present  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  as  at  February  1,  1955  and 
the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  con- 
formity with  generallv  accepted  principles  of  municipal 
accounting.

CASH 

Cash  on  deposit,  in  the  general  fund,  has  been  reconciled 
with  bank  certificate.  The  prompt  deposit  of  cash  on  hand 
was  thus  verified. 

TAX  RECEIVABLES 
The  assessment  of  1954  taxes  has  been  proved  and  com- 
pared with  the  collector's  commitment;  verification  of  out- 
standing balances  has  been  limited  to  test  check  by  cor- 
respondence. We  have  added  copies  of  excise  tax  recipts 
pre-numbered  26  to  159,  both  inclusive,  for  1954  and  pre- 
numbered  1  to  23  inclusive  for  1955  and  the  total  found  to 
be  in  agreement  with  receipts  issued  by  the  treasurer.  The 
revenue,  by  vote  of  the  town,  was  appropriated  to  such  ac- 
counts that  would  otherwise  be  overdrawn;  the  balance  not 
thus  needed  was  lapsed  to  surplus. 

TAX  MORTGAGE  LIENS 

New  liens  have  been  examined;  costs  chargeable  to  the 
taxpayers  forms  a  part  of  the  balances.  All  payments  re- 
corded have  been  compared  with  detailed  control. 

FORECLOSED  TAX  MORTGAGE  LIENS 
This  account  has  been  quite  inactive  as  revealed  by  the1 
transactions  on  Schedule  4.  We  have  not  traced  the  title 
of  the  mortgagor  and  we  do  not  implv  by  our  listing 
whether  or  not  the  town  has  a  true  title. 

ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE 
The  expenditures  for  pauper  supplies  in  the  prior  year 
were  not  all  recovered.  Verifications  of  the  recorded  re- 
ceivable from  the  Town  of  Howland  is  now  in  process  but 
there  is  no  assurance  at  this  time  which  municipality,  if 
any.  is  liable.  Pending  further  efforts  by  the  overseers  of 
the  poor,  a  reserve  for  possible  loss  is  considered  advisable. 

WITHHELD  EMPLOYEE  FUNDS 
This  account  continues  to  contain  the  same  $2.00  of 
employees  fund  not  transmitted  to  the  Federal  Government 
in  a  prior  year.  The  current  obligations  were  found  to  be 
properly  paid. 
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RESERVE  FOR  SCHOOL  REPAIRS 

This  was  designated  as  a  "sinking  fund",  but  it  was 
invested.  It  may  be  intended  to  be  a  capital  reserve,  but 
is  not  so  named  or  clearly  voted  within  that  meaning.  To 
become  a  true  protected  reserve,  a  proper  article  in  the 
warrant  for  the  next  annual  meeting  should  be  acted  upon. 

CONTINUING  BALANCES 

Expenditures  for  pauper  supplies,  recorded  as  not  being 
for  the  relief  of  an  inhabitant  with  local  pauper  settlement, 
have  been  carried  forward  in  the  absence  of  sufficient  means 
to  verify  if  due  from  the  State  or  another  municipality.  This 
account  is  subject  to  loss  unless  persistent  work  and  inquiry 
is  made. 

SURPLUS 

Subject  to  loss  not  yet  realized,  the  operations  for  the 
year  reflect  a  gain  which  partially  offsets  the  substantial 
voted  appropriation.  The  use  of  surplus  funds  is  a  correct, 
procedure  especially  when  set  aside  for  capital  purposes 
with  the  object  of  avoiding  loans  or  higher  taxes  when 
capital  replacements  are  needed.
